1 laſt year, 1766, diverſe nights together in England, H anc 
3 1 and alſo in ſome other parts of Europe, I preſume none ca ya 
Fa deny; and if we may credit hiſtory, there has appeared ſince BM ce 
wal Noah's Flood, to this preſent year, not leſs than one hun- te: 
dred and ſixty nine Comets, which have had (moſt of them blo 
prodigious effects, as we ourſelves, in this preſent age © xc 
witneis. For as often as Comets appear, they portend ſome . 
ü 


mutations, deſtructions, or calamities. Dr Bain 
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Dr Bainbridge tells us, that Comets are to ſome ſent as 
keralds of wrath, but to others the joyful embaſſadors of 
peace and mercy. What this laſt Comet doth in particular 
honify, is not poſſible to declare without divine inſpiration,

The final cauſe of Comets is, from the ſignification of 
them, which chiefly ſtir up mens minds, and produceth great 
xdmiration in them, and therefore when men behold them, 
they are aſtoniſhed and troubled, becauſe that the obſervation 
of many ages witneſs, the dire and ſad events which have 
ſucceeded their apparition, as famine, plague, dearth, de- 
frudion of cities, and mutations of Commonwealths, and 
older publick calamities. And it is well ſaid of One, that 
God ſpeaketh with men, not only with the tongies of men, 
by prophets, apoſtles, and teachers, but ſometimes alſo with 
the very elements, compoſed or wrought into diverſe forms 
and ſhapes, there being alſo a theological end of ſending 
Comets, as well as natural and political. 

Some authors have attempted to give theſe reaſons why 
wars, dearths, famine, &c. ſhould be the effects of Comets, 
"iz. that Comets, they conſiſt of many hot and dry exhala- 
tions, and they do not only ſtir up heat, and dry, and parch 
lhe air, and thereby produce drought and barrenneſs, but al- 
bo the bodies of living creatures, upon the diſtemper of the 
ar, are conſiderably hurt, by drying up their radical moi- 
fare, and ſuffering ſuffocation, through the poiſonous breath- 
gs which the bellows of the body frequently ſuck in, to 
tteir great detriment, whence proceeds ſickneſs, plagues, 
ad much mortality. Moreover, that they ſhould uſher in 
wars, ſeditions, changes of kingdoms, &c. may alſo pro- 
ted from the ſame cauſe, for when the air is ſufficiently. 
texted, then it is very apt ſo to diſorder and dry up the 
od in human bodies, that thereby great ſtore of red and 
Kult choler may be purchaſed, and this ſtirreth up anger, 
nich the thoughts of many furious and violent actions, and 
tonſequently war, and from war ariſeth victory, from vic- 
ſry proceedeth change of Commonwealths, and 2

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of kingdoms, with change of laws and religions. Uny 
which may be added, That bgcauſe great perſonages lire 
more delicately than other men, - and feed more daintily, 
having as many new faſhions in their diets as their clothe, 
that their bodies therefore are more ſubject to infeAing, 
and will take in the poifon of an infectious air before (or 
much ſooner) than more temperate livers, whereupon ne- 
ceſſity urges, that they ſhouid expire ſooner in ſuch a cal. 
mity than other people. 

Let us meditate upon theſe things as chriſtians. And 
alchough naturaliſts and aſtrologians, render the natural and 
phyſical cauſes and portents of comets, ſigns and wonder, 
which appear in heaven; let them be to us, I ſay, as f 
many trumpets, heralds, and fore runners of the juſtice of 
God, who, when He ſhews theſe wonders in heaven, he 
doth advertiſe men, that they perſiſt not in their filthy, cor- 
rupt, and ſinful courſes ; that we ſhould return there from, 
to his infinite and moſt merciful goodneſs. And when they 
hang over our heads, they appear as if God held his rod 
over us, threatning to ſcourge us; or reacheth his hand to u 
to call us by ſuch figns to change our lives, and leave our 
execrable vices, to the end, that throagh his mercy we may 
obtain mercy for our tranſgreſſions.
